1946 Labor Day Finds Unions 
At Peak Strength in History 

By MAB KALL 

"WASHINGTON. Sept. 3 Labor unions on this daj- dedicated lo all who toll are stronger than ever 
before In American history. 

Behind them Is the unprecedented labor- management warfare of the first 13 monthr; ot peace. Ahead Is 
imccrtalnty. 

Here Is the broad picture this Labor day: 

Union strength— now probably about 15,000,000 dues-paying members, more than ever before. The AFL says 
its gains have more than offset the big losses that occurred when war production collapsed and that lis 
membership Is above 0,000,000. Labor department oltldals say other unions— Independents— probably hnvo 
around 3,000,000. 

Strikes— Few right now, but an- 
other flurry widely predicted tor 
this fall or winter. No one. how- 
ever, Jtnowi exactly what to expect. 
Large CIO unions plan to make new 
wage dcmanda tn , October unless 
price rises are checked. Tho gov- 
ernment Is suffering new wage- 
price headachea. 

Conference In Dotibt 

Labor-management contcrenco — 
Will there bo one this faU7 The 
CIO wants It, Tho AFL doesn't. 
Most officials doubt that Prcaldenl 
Truman will call a full-dress con- 
ference such as tho one last fall. 
But ho may call tes.icr meetings 
and try lo work out methods tor 
settling major dL-iputcs. 

Perhopo significantly. Reconver- 
sion Director John R. Slcelman said 
In his Labor day statement: "On 
this Labor day, both laborand man- 
aiicmcnt should give thought lo 
means ot keeping the peace during 
tho critical montlui ahead, whllo 
production' Is catclilng up to de- 
mand. TUU Is the only real solu- 
tion to our problem,-!. It will require 
the combined thinking and sincere 
cooperation of oil." 

Reconversion— President Truman. 
al-« In a Labor day statement, said 
rihe largrat part" of reconversion 
has been accomplished with "much 
of the credit" due Iho workers. He 
added, "wo can look Into the future 
today with confidence, but not with 
tranquility." ^ 

Face Bit Problems 

Slcelman said bluntly, "Wc still 
have itreat problem-i before us . , . 
In.luslrlal production Is at an all- 
Ume h1i;h. but It Is still not nearly 
hlKh enough." 

Congre.ni— CIO President Phi Up 
Murray and AFL Prtildent William 
Qreen sounded a common note In 
separate stntemenL-i which found 
fault not only with much that the 
7Slh conirrcss did but also with 
much that It left undone. 

As for the next session In January, 
experienced lawmakers say Uiey ex- 
pect the Both congress to approve 
some kind of labor legislation In 
1047, They any that whether It 
takes the form of harsh strike con- 
trol measures or a more moderate 
long-range program depends largely 
on whether there Is another wave of 
critical strikes.

DOOCI "" "'' PLYMOlfTM 
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DEMOCRATIZATION DELAYED 
The war department announced the other 
day that It had taken "Important steps" to 
■ carry out the Jimmy DooUttle board's recom- 
mendations lor making the army more demo- 
cratic. We hope so. for It cejtolnly seems lime 
something was done. 

After long weeks of hearlnss, the Dpolittle 
board made Its report last May: immediate 
action was to 'be taken to effectuate the rec' 
ommendatlons, for It was understood that 
only thus'could the army be made more at' 
tractive to American men and, therefore, 
only In that way could enJJstments bo brought 
,,to the desired high level. - 

Yet for well over a month nothing was 
done. The report had been taken under ad- 
visement; the war department was working 
on It; an announcement miEht be made at 
any time. But, in the familiar army way of 
delaying the unofficially undesirable, the 
matter Just couldn't seem to got out of the 
talldng stage and into the sphere of positive 
action. 

Then, at long last, It happened. Secretary 
ot War Robert P, Patterson Issued orflcra 
eliminating the neces3ity''or an enlisted 
man's solutiftg olflcers while outside a mili- 
tary reservation and permitting enlisted men 
and officers to mingle socially while off duty. 
Enlisted men and officers were henceforth to 
wear the same uniform, ■ too— olthough that 
order, strangely enough, was not to be put 
Into effect until 1948. 

A great deal of favorable publicity rightly 
Breeted the announcement. The orders defi- 
nitely struck a vital blow at the military 
caAte system, and, in conjunction with the 
generous pay increase provided by congress, 
they imqucstlonably would speed cnllat- 
ments. 

Several weeks later, however, a correspond- 
ent, touring seven of the largest army in- 
atallfttlonii ta the United States, reported that 
not one of 'the bundreds of enlisted men 
with whqnl*e had talked had been officially 
Informeff of the Patterson democratization 
ordera, which were to have gone into effect 
i at once. Soldiers were still severely repri- 
manded for falling to salute officers in town,

•ssoclatlon between enlisted men and offlc- 
eiidurlng off-duty hours. 

Snlbted men, Informed of the new regula- 
tion^ aold that they were "Just a bunch of 
..JUJlfum cooked up by the brass hats to en- 
^,sO"rage enlistments." And the commanding 
officer of Fort Bennlng, Ga., seemed to see 
no other reason for the orders, since he open- 
ly opposod "thcm^wlth thc-words:~"rdon*t" 
see why we should do anything in" peace in 
the army which Is bad practice In war." 

Apparently, then, the war department was 
limply trying to kid potential enlistees with 
the strangely unenforced regulations. But. 

was" Inevitable. It kidded only Itself. Alert 
reporting and the friendly advice of fellows 
already In the service warned prospects, and 
enlistments continued to lag. 

Now perhaps the army has decided to make 
its promises good. It's high time, for the In- 
ternational situation and our foreign com- 
mltrn'SHQ" unquestionably require the mili- 
tary strength which only a more democratic 
army can acquire. 



THE NEW BOMBER 
The giant Consolidated bomber. XB"-36. was 
planned for possible use against Germany in 
the event that Britain should be defeated. It 
—has been completed in the age of the atomic 
bomb. And, now that It has negotiated Its 
first test flight successfully, some arc prob- 
ably wondering of what use It can bo. 

Is the 30-ton bomb capacity of this giant 
ship, which dwarfs the mighty B-2£l. neces- 
sary today? And If the weapon of the future' 
la to be— God forbld-a solfWopelled missile 
with an atomic warhead whlcn\will rocket to 
its destination n hundred miles above the 
earth, why do we need a new supor-bomber 
anyway? 

These are speculative questions which re- 
quire an authoritative military reply. The 
layman's answer to the first is obscured by 
the fact that the size of the bombs used at 
Hiroshima. Nagasaki and Bikini is a closely 
. guarded secret. It la known, however, that 
though the explosive charge of an atomic 
bomb may be relatively small, a great deal of 
compllcoted machinery Is necessary to deto- 

■ nate It. 

It was also revealed in a story from Bikini 
that the B-29 yras the only one of our aircraft 
capable of carrying the present atomic bomb. 
Bo the XB-36 might bc,cnvlsloncd as the car- 
rier of a bigger atomic explosive. 

Ab for-the rocket of the future, Its practical 
development may be so far away as to require 
a more present means of transportation. So 
perhaps the XB-3fl is a logical component of 

■ our defense plana of the immediate future. 
And the fear vjhlch the atomic bomb Inspires 

— aqd fervent prayers that it may never again 
be used In combat cannot c ancel out thelneed- 
—anddesInibnityar'trylnB to maintain a mod- 
. em^md rea Uatle natlonal^Je fenae.
